Du lles* place—h as not h eld a news 
conference since Du lles went to 
th e h ospital Feb. 9. 
It is u nderstandable th at Herter 
sh ou ld be relu ctant to sou nd off. 
Alth ou gh Du lles was in th e h ospi­ 
tal, 
Eisenh ower 
consu lted 
with 
h im frequ ently and Herter cou ld 
h ardly try to ru n th e sh ow. 
Eisenh ower relied on Du lles in 
foreign affairs to an amazing de­ 
gree, and delegated to h im enor­

particu larly as a spokesman. 
Eisenh ower’s n e w s conference 
were nev er th e same as Du lles’ if 
only becau se h e lacked Du lles’ de­ 
tailed knowledge of ev ents abroad.

lf you are old enough to remember the 
way Europe caved in under the pressure of 
German expansionism in World War I and 
World War II, you are old enough to ap* 
preciate what will be celebrated this week 
on the 10th anniversary of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 
NATO, whatever its faults and shortcom­ 
ings, has lasted through IO years of tenuous 
peace. If something like it had existed in 
1938. when Hitler’s bully-boys were in a posi­ 
tion to blackmail their intended victims at 
Munich, World War II might have been 
averted. If something like it had existed in 
1914 when Kaiser Wilhelm’s Prussian sword- 
rattlers were itching to show what they 
could do, World War I might have been 
averted. 
If World War III can be averted in the 
face of the Soviet Union’s muscle-flexing, 
NATO must be given some of the credit. 
The “ shield against aggression.” as Presi­ 
dent Truman called it in 1949, brought into 
being a common strategy to turn back any 
blow the Russian expansionists might strike 
in their quest for territory. 
It brought even more than that into being 
—a common morality among the 12 Atlantic 
powers. Today, the morality looms as large 
as the military “ shield.” It is the basis for 
a pledge from the United States to its Euro­ 
pean allies that it will defend them against 
Communist domination even if the military 
organization of NATO fails to do what was 
originally intended. It is the basis for the 
foreign ministers’ conference. 


The organization never achieved its goal 


of upward of IOO divisions. It could not sum­ 
mon more than 21 divisions in a showdown 


against the Soviet Union’s 175 divisions. But 


it could summon within its structure enough 


resistance to turn aside the kind of “ blitz’* 
that tempted Hitler to strike first and think 
afterward. Such as it is, there is a common 
defense force embracing troops, nuclear wea­ 
pons and a jet-powered air force in what 
otherwise 
would 
have 
been 
a 
military 
vacuum. 
Crimes who tirelessly gnaw' at NATO, like 
those who gnaw at the United Nations, are 
not wholly sincere, not even if they 
are 
named Charles de Gaulle, not even if they 
hold the presidency of France. 
They are grateful in a fashion that they 
have this substantial realism as a target for 
their criticism. Otherwise, they would be the 
targets, themselves, of far more damaging 
criticism by other critics demanding to know 
what tangible counter-force they intended to 
throw' against the menace of potential ag­ 
gression. 
European peace has been preserved. There 
has been no 
Soviet 
territorial 
aggression 
into Europe. Every Soviet move in Europe 
has been made with the expressed or im­ 
plied aim of getting rid of NATO. 
There could be no firmer tribute to its 
usefulness than the opposition of the nation 
whose policy of expansion outside its bor­ 
ders was the primary reason for NATO's 
creation. 


Whiteleather Vs. The Bureaucracy 


Minerva's Dr. Whiteleather has lost the 
appeal of his conviction by the federal gov­ 
ernment for overplanting his wheat quotas in 
1954 and 1956. 
This is apparently the end of his personal 
battle to preserve his freedom. The encroach­ 
ment of the federal bureaucracy that has 
grown up under the laws to control agricul­ 
tural production as the price for the pay­ 
ment of subsidies to agriculture has gone too 
far for him to stop it. In his case, fortunately, 
his livelihood is not at stake: he does not 
rely on agriculture for his income. But most 
farm owners do rely on it. Farming to them 
is not only a way of making a living but a 
way of living. 
They have learned to their sorrow*, if they 
valued their personal freedom, that they were 
expected to yield part of it for the subsidies 
they received under federal agricultural pol­ 
icy. But not all farmers have resented this. 
Federal agricultural policy is not under fire 
by the freedom-lovers as much as by agri­ 
cultural interests that want more, not less, 
subsidies 'and the controls that go with 
subsidies. 
They are dead-set against Secretary of Agri­ 
culture Benson, who sympathized with Dr. 
Whiteleather. He has been made their favorite 


whipping boy in politics. Many Democrats 
and Republicans in Congress blame him for 
his views on the importance of restoring in­ 
dependence to farmers through free m arket­ 
ing and systematic improvement of agricul­ 
tural production. 
Dr. Whiteleather. Secretary Benson and all 
who take their side in opposing creeping 
socialism in agriculture are a minority. The 
important thing about their position is. though, 
that they have had the courage to fight, 
even though they have not been able to win. 
There are many losing battles that free 
men must fight, because that is the only 
way they can assert their love of freedom. 
Sometimes they win, but rarely. But even 
when they lose they leave behind them the 
record of their fight, and others who re­ 
spect them for it take up the battle anew* 
in their own time. 
That is the way freedom has been won. 
That is the way it is preserved. 
That is the way it has been lost, too. 
If the Whiteleathers and Bensons are never 
to be vindicated—if the politicians and farm ­ 
ers who admire socialized agriculture con­ 
tinue to ride high—a key battle in America’s 
never-ending war for freedom will have been 
lost.

It is too much to expect that the Eisen­ 
hower administration will get a consensus of 
either military or nonmilitary opinion on its 
decision to sidestep a long-range missle race 
with the Soviet Union. 
But it is not too much to expect that gen­ 
erals and admirals who make public state­ 
ments and the public whose opinion is sup­ 
posed to be swayed by the militarists will try 
to understand what is involved in the dis­ 
cussion. 
This is an exercise in military logic that is 
always difficult. There is no absolute guaran­ 
tee that it will produce the desired result. But 
neither is there any absolute fuarantee that 
it will be a failure. 
The key to the logic is whether the desired 
result is maximum security for a fixed term 
or maximum security for an indefinite term. 
Tf it is to be the Soviet Union’s decision to 
stockpile large numbers of intercontinental- 
range missiles on the basis of prototypes al­ 
ready tested and found satisfactory, that will 
be an indication that Russian militarists are 
seeking maximum security for a fixed term. 
At the end of the term, they will possess 
a great many missiles that will be obsolete, 
if the rule of technological advance that de­ 
preciates the value of military hardware stays 
in effect. If there is no war to use up missile 
inventory, the inventory must be written off 
and replaced with newer models.

Even if Russian missile designers are per­ 


fectly satisfied with the weapons they now

U. S. missile experts are not satisfied that 


they have a perfect prototype. They are still 


looking for it among the assortment of mis­ 
siles designed and tested by the armed serv­ 
ices. In the meantime, while they continue to 
look for a prototype — a satisfactory work­ 
ing model — the short-term security of the 
country will be guaranteed by a weapons sys­ 
tem already proved — the long-range Stra­ 
tegic Air Command, backed up by the other 
military resources of the country. 


There will be no massive inventory of mis­ 
siles to grow obsolete. The United States will 
depend, instead, on the ability to produce the 
best-designed weapons it has created, while 
seeking still better designs. 
It w ill forego massive inventory of weapons 
in favor of flexibility of choice. It will avoid 
the mistake France made when it trusted its 
defense in the 1930s to a Maginot Line and 
the mistake Germany made when it based its 
military gamble on aerial attack that was 
turned back by British Spitfires that were not 
even in existence when World War II began.

By the tm e the day 
of the demonstration is over, these 
two men may well be in the sec­ 
ond round of the bout which be­ 
gan in February during the Puerto 
Rican session of AFL-CIO s 
high 
command. 
Eager to avoid having tens of 
thousands of labor delegates romp­ 
ing through the streets, Meany had 
put a quota on the number of men 
each union can dispatch to the 5,- 
500-seat National Guard Armory. 
Then he heard that Reuther’s fol­ 
lowers in the former CIO unions 
were asking other units if they 
needed help in filling their quotas. 


REUTHER. for example, was 
anxious to put 10.000 men in the 
capital and its buildings that day. 
But the national office quota is one 
for every thousand members — 
WHICH GIVES Reuther exactly 43 
in New Jersey, w h e r e tens of 
thousands, within a few hours of 
Washington, are unemployed. And 
the quota allows the entire Auto 
Union, with over 300.000 jobless, 
exactly 1,000 “delegates” to 
the 
protest - unemployment meeting. 
Meany quickly dispatched word 
that there was not to be any filling 
by one union of another outfit’s 
quota. He set up a strict credential 
system under a credential commit­ 
tee which would do credit to a na­ 
tional political nominating conven­ 
tion. The Armory that day will be 
carefully supervised. No one will 
get in without the card which has 
been issued through the national 
labor headquarters via the region­ 
al central labor councils. 


FURTHERMORE. 
Meany 
and 
his national office colleagues have 
limited the areas from which del­ 
egates can be sent. This is roughly 
a 15-city northeast chunk of the 
nation reaching from Richmond. 
Va. up to Boston, over to Chicago 
and back again on a line weaving 
through Cincinnati. 
But it would take a Perry Ma­ 
son with an assist from Scotland 
Yard and the FBI to find any in­ 
tention among the militants of the 
old 
CIO 
unions 
to 
take these 
orders. They’re preparing to pour 
it on Washington. 
The delegates already have lined 
up scores of special railroad, bus 
and even air transport. Typical is 
the 1,000 - delegate chartered train 
which will run from New York to 
Washington. 
There will be one special bus 
caravan of 500 Auto YYorkers in 
addition to those who can pay for 
rail and plane trips. Hundreds of 
others are planning to make their 
way 
from 
other 
headquarters 
known as “The United Auto Work­ 
ers Unemployed Workers Informa­ 
tion and Service Centers.’’ 
There will be special trains from 
Chicago and other industrial cen­ 
ters. They're out for the old-fash­ 
ioned demonstrations which the 
CIO featured when

hit the 
streets under John Lewis, P h i l 
Murray and Sidney Hillman in the 
very early days.

It is understandable that Herter 
should be reluctant to sound off. 
Although Dulles was in the hospi­ 
tal, 
Eisenhower 
consulted 
with 
him frequently and Herter could 
hardly try to run the show. 
Eisenhower relied on Dulles in

Eisenhower’s n e w s conference 
were never the same as Dulles’ if 
only because he lacked Dulles’ de­ 
tailed knowledge of events abroad.

They had long correspondence 
with the President about it. But 
early in that letter-writing cam­ 
paign the then Prem ier Bulganin 
made it plain the Soviets did not 
want a foreign ministers meeting 
with Dulles. 
Bulganin didn't mention Dulles 
by name but even so he was al­ 
most insulting in the way he told 
Eisenhower that trying to do busi­ 
ness with Dulles, from the Soviet 
viewpoint, was no good. 
It was only in March — after 
Dulles’ condition had been diag­ 
nosed as cancer and it seemed 
probable he would never return 
to his 
post — that the Soviets 
agreed 
to 
a 
foreign 
ministers 
meeting before holding a summit 
conference. 


There seems to be joy in some 
quarters that the budget is going 
to be unbalanced. Judging by some

It seems 
to be taken for granted that only 
the prestige of the President—not 
the pocketbook of the American 
people—is going to be hurt by 
the failure to reduce the deficits. 


IT’S HARD for the average man 
to realize just what is involved 
in budget balancing and in the in­ 
creases in Treasury deficits. At 
the National Press Club luncheon 
the other day for Raymond J. 
Saulnier, chairman of the Presi­ 
dent’s Council of Economic Ad­ 
visers, this question was asked 
with reference to the drop in the 
purchasing power of the dollar 
from IOO cents in 1939 to 48 cents 
today: 
“If I have only a 48-cent ‘buck’ 
in my pocket, haven’t I got 48 
cents more than I had in the de­ 
pression?” 
Dr. Saulnier replied that nobody 
now is much concerned with 1939 
except historically and then added 
pointedly: 
“I'd like to protect your 48 cents, 
you see, from now on.” 
This is a simple statement of a 
dilemma that faces the American 
people. Do they want to see the 
dollar decline still further in pur­ 
chasing power so that the 48 cents 
they have today would before long 
be cut down to 24 cents? 


THE 
DRAMA 
of 
money—the 
threat of printing-press currency— 
is not yet a subject of popular dis­ 
cussion. But among those wdiose 
business it is to deal in govern­ 
ment securities—a man, for in­ 
stance, like Aubrey G. Lanston of 
the New York firm which bears 
his name—the topic is very live. 
Mr. Lanston, speaking a few days 
ago before the Cleveland Society of 
Security analysts, said: 
“ I think it will become plain that 
the people of this country will 
have to make a choice, sometime 
over the re a r future, either by 
positive action or through default. 
They can force Congress to admin­ 
ister federal finances in a respon­ 
sible way—something we have urg­ 
ed other so-called less advanced 


countries to do—or we will end 
up, first, with selective controls of 
a mushrooming character and, ul­ 
timately, with a chaotic breakdown 
in our economy. . . . 
“The financial irresponsibility on 
the part of the government has 
created a series of deficits that 
have been financed by commercial 
banks. No m atter what you have 
read to the contrary, that is the 
fact. 
“ Further, 
it 
seems inevitable 
that the commercial banks will be 
obliged to absorb whatever deficits 
develop from here on. It also 
seems likely that the increase in 
the government security holdings 
of commercial banks will enlarge 
by somewhat more than the amount 
of future deficits because the banks 
will be the only major buyers left. 
Therefore, the banks also will have 
to absorb whatever government se­ 
curities are sold by others. 
“This kind of frenzied public fi­ 
nance poses a serious threat. . . . 
“We should recognize now that 
the number of spending measures 
thai, have been, or will be passed 
between now and the close of the 
86th Congress, call for increased 
government spending for fiscal 1961 
and for later years, too. The pros­ 
pect of another deficit—for fiscal 
1961—coming on top of a deficit 
the fiscal 1960 and all those that 
have preceded these, could pro­ 
duce some substantial, unstabiliz- 
ing, 
psychological repercussions. 
The nonchal^it, fiddling attitude of 
Congress—as a whole—toward a 
balanced budget for 1960 may be 
building a base for explosive de­ 
velopments later on.” 


THESE ARE significant words 
from one of those persons who 
normally speak in the most re- 
stiained phrases about government 
finances. Mr. Lanston’s concluding 
advice to the public might well 
be pondered by those members of 
Congress and others who have been 
ridiculing the idea of a balanced 
budget. He said: 
“ Here is the way I look at the 
picture. I can see no point in in­ 
vesting 
in 
the 
lowest 
yielding 
credit of all—U.S. Treasury securi­ 
ties—at long-term in a background 
wherein the purchasing power of 
the dollar has been depreciating 
and seems likely to continue to de­ 
preciate. . . . Therefore, the best 
buys in government securities are 
those that are short in term .” 
But what is this going to do to 
the Treasury, which has to sell 
for cash somewhere between ll 
and 12 billion dollars in govern­ 
ment securities during the present 
calendar year, to say nothing of 
refinancing the many billions of 
other previously fssued securities 
which come due in the next IS 
months?

modernize annexation procedures. 


CHIEF roadblock to the meas­ 
ure, which was co-sponsored by 
Hep 
Bernice K. Mackenzie <D- 
Canton), appeared to be a clause 
aimed at meeting the constitution­ 
al requirement that levies not vot­ 
ed by taxpayers be limited to IO 
mills. 
Local 
subdivisions 
and 
schocl 
districts must share the IO mills. 
Many annexation attempts have 
been stymied because an upset 
in thz shift from one subdivision! 
to another pushes the “inside mill­ 
age” 
above 
the 
ceiling. 
This 
most often happens when a school 
district is involved. 
Under present law. the state 
school board must approve the 
transfer of a school district in an 
area’s annexation. 
The proposed bill w’ould remove 
that provision, primarily because 
experience has 
shown 
that 
the 
state board refuses to go along 
with the shift if there is any! 
danger of reducing the income of 


the remaining part of the school* 
district. 
School officials at the hearing 
protested that 
the 
state 
board 
frequently acts as an agent in 
protecting their districts against 
so-called “tax grab” annexations. 
Township officials opposed tint 
and other provisions of the bill 
designed to smooth the route to 
annexation. They charge that an- 
exation procedures which do not 
give them a voice is unfair.

EAST PALESTINE 
—The sec- 
ond highest tax collection in the 
Internal Revenue Service’s history j 
was taken in last year, William 
Lynch of East Palestine, employe 
of the IRS collection divison at 
New Castle, told the K i w a n i s 
Club Tuesday night at Mansell’s

Lynch said $80 billion was col­ 
lected in 19 58. Of each dollar re­ 
ceived in federal taxes, 50 cents 
was from individual income tax,

cents of eachdollar was used ior^ 
defense, 22 cents for fixed costs; 
such as interest and Veterans Ad­ 
ministration, slightly less than 10 
cents f or other government ex­ 
penses and only half a cent for 
collection of taxes.

Lynch said the IRS has some 
50,000 employes in collection, aud­ 
iting, intelligence and other divi­ 
sions. He sad employes have to 
become familiar with the detailed 
contents of a 1,000-page book on i 
the IRS, which was established;

Two Soviets 
Are Expelled 
From Mexico 


MEXICO CITY ( AP) - Mexico 
has ordered two Soviet Embassy 
attaches expelled from the coun­ 
try, charging they had a hand in 
the Easter weekend rail strike. 
Two other Red attaches were re­ 
ported marked to go. 
An official source said the sec­ 
ond secretary of the Soviet Em­ 
bassy. Nicolai M. Remisoy, and a 
military-naval attache, Nicolai V. 
Asenov, were given until Friday 
to get out of the country. They 
reportedly plan to take a Canad­ 
ian airliner Friday morning to 
Toronto. 
Two members of a diplomatc 
mission from an unidentified So­ 
viet satellite also were reported to 
have been declared no longer wel­ 
come in Mexico. There was spec­ 
ulation they were Czechoslovak or 
Polish. 
The strike fizzled Monday after 
the government had rounded up 
an estimated 3.000 leftist union 
leaders and followers. The govern­ 
ment said it had evidence the 
strike was a Communist plot. 
Workers flocked to their jobs 
Tuesday and officials said 140 
trains were back on the run. 
Many of the workers said they 
had been coerced into striking by 
threats of torture or reprisals 
against their families. 
The two Soviets were said to 
have had regular contact with 
Demetrio Vallejo, leftist rail un­ 
ion leader who organized the last 
three national rail strikes. He was 
arrested Sunday and reportedly 
talked to authorities about the So­ 
viets’ role in the walkout. 
After Vallejo’s arrest, the gov­ 
ernment 
appointed 
a 
four-man 
group to direct the railway union. 
An election of new officers was 
ordered in an effort to. root out 
Vallejo’s influence. 
The strikers called for a 16 per 
cent wage boost granted earlier to 
workers on the National Railways, 
which carry the bulk of Mexico’s 
passenger and freight traffic. 
The 
government branded the 
walkout illegal and ordered the 
men back to their posts. A wave 
of sympathy strikes began on the 
National Railways and the gov­ 
ernment, 
anticipating a nation­ 
wide s t op p a ge and sympathy 
walkouts by other leftist-led un­ 
ions, ordered the widespread ar­ 
rests.

Out-of-state

likewise,
